Light winds and cloudy; at day-light got everything 

5 ready to weigh, expecting the enemy's ships were to lee- 
ward, according to the report of lieut. Maury, who was 
last evening entrusted with an expedition to effect this:

both Ships close to the weather point of the bay. 


They stood within the point, tacked and stood out
